The success which has attended the system of remedial 
training in converting criminals into useful members of so- 
ciety, 1s as well known as it is gratifying to every lover of so- 
cial pregress. Three institutions are necessary to the system : 
the Reformatory Schools which are at least preventive, the 
Convict Prison, which is correetive, and the Reformatory 
Asylum, which as confirmately is essential to its complete de - 
velopment. It is desirable that Protestants, as well as Ro- 
man Catholics, should have the benefit of each of these de- 
eles py of the system, ‘The Roman Catholics have estab- 
ished a flourishing Reformatary Asylum at Golden-bridge, 
for members of their communion who have been discharged 
from prison; it is surely incumbent upon Protestants to es- 
tablish a similar institution. This is now being attempted, 
and the present system of prison discipline holds out to the 
inmates as an encouragement to good conduct the remission 
of a portion of the term of penal servitude ; the period so re- 
mitted to be passed in the unqualified liberty of the Asvlum, 
as a preparation for again enjoying the privileges and respon- 
sibilities of a social position. When established, the ied 
testant Reformatory Asylum may be expected to be almost 
self-supporting, and like the schools subsidized by govern- 
ment. Ihe Committee now trusts that the public will see 
the necessity of the institution, that its claims will be recog- 
nised, and that the requisite funds will be contributed.

Of the marriages, 131,031 were celebrated according 
to the rights of the Established Church and 28,066 
otherwise. Upon comparing the results with the re- 
turns of the previous year, it appears that the marriages 
according to the rites of the Established Church, de- 
creased to the extent of 2,588, while the marriages in 
the registered places and registration offices increased 
from 25,718 to 28,066, being 9 per cent. in excess of the 
former number. The marriages in Roman Catholic 
places of worship were 7,360 being less by 167 than 
those of the previous year. Sixty-seven marriages 
were contracted within the year by members of the 
Society of Friends, and 311 by Jews, the former less by 
five, and the latter less by one than the numbers in the 
previous year. Of the church marriages nine were by 
special license, 21,250 by license, 102,062 by banns, and 
3,748 by superintendent registrar’s certificate. It also 
appears that 8,885 men and 28,798 women married un- 
der 21 years of age; and that ofevery 100 married 5.58 
men and 18.10 women, or 11°84 persons of both sexes 
were minors. The details of re-marriages are rather 
interesting. It scems that 21,872 widowers and 14,487 . 
widows married during the ,ear; out of 100 men, 14 
were widowers and 86 bachelors. Of every 100 women 
married nine were widows and 91 spinsters. Of bachelors 
there were married 130,317 to a similar number of spin- 
sters; 5,908 bachelors married widows; 14,293 wi- 
dowers married spinsters ; and 7,579 widowers married 
widows, 

Jn signing the m:rriage registers, 115,084 men wrote 
their names, 44,013 made their marks, while 97,332 
women wrote their nawes, and 61,765 made their marks. 
Of the men 28 per cent., and of the women 39 per cent., 
could only make their mark. In 1846, 67 men, in 
1857, 72 men in every 100 wrote their naines ; the pro- 
portion of women writing rose in the same period from 
52 to 61. i 


Jersey, Sarunpay.— Lae Queen paid a flying visit 
to this island to-day. At about 9 a.m, the Royal squad- 
ron came to anchor opposite Elizabeth Castle, amid a 
salute from that picturesque old fortress, and, the bailill 
and a deputation from “the States” having boarded 
the Royal yacht, they brought back the news that her 
Majesty would shortly land. Accordingly at about 11 
o’clock the Queen, the Prince Consort, and the Royal 
party landed in boats at the Victoria pier, a structure of 
solid granite, enclosing one side of the harbour, a quar- 
ter of a mile in length, and were received by “ the 
States,” the military authorities (except the Lieutenant 
Governior, ‘who is not at present in the island) and a vast 
concourse of people. After making a circuit of the princi- 
pal streets the Qucen proceeded to the New Victoria 
College, where she was received by the Principal 
(Dr. Henderson), the Lishop of Winchester (who 
happens to be visiting this distant part of his diocess and 
the principal inhabitants. Ilere her Majesty seemed 
struck with the handsome design of the great hall (which 
contains a good copy of her own portrait, by Winter- 
halter), and the view from the window; but her stay was 
short; no address had been prevared; and after writing 
her name on a piece of paper (no book could be found 
in the hurry of the moment), the Queen and royal party 
departed; made another circuit of the town, and re- 
embarked at 1 o’clock. Considering that the whole of 
the arrangements were extemporised, the thing went off 
extremely well. ‘The weather, as usual, was splendid, 
and the scene at certain points, the harbour and the 
college, are ofgreat beauty. Not less remarkable was 
the orderly good humour of the people. Although there 
did not appear to be a single policeman in the 
place—only a few gentlemen acting as special 
constables—and the population is of the character 
called “ mixed,” the contrast with a London mob was 
wonderful. There was not a symptom of disorder, and, 
though a little exuberant and demonstrative in their 
loyalty, the spirit which animated them was not to be 
mistaken ; and her Majesty and the Prince evidently 
appreciated the warmth of their greetings. Sir George 
Lewis, the Home Secretary, was in attendance on the 
Queen, and it was remarked as a singular coi icidence 
that at the time of her Majesty’s last visit (1846) a 
Royal commission was sitting, as now, to inquire into 
the defects and abuses of the laws. It is hoped that 
the labours of the present commissioners will be more 
fruitful than those of their predecessors (which ended 
in a blue book), for the defects and abuses in the laws 
of Jersey are numerous and patent.

THe New Vicar OF LEEDgS,— Yesterday the patrons of the 
Leeds parish church filled up the vacancy in the vicarage of 
Leeds occasioned by the recent elevation of the Very Rev. 
Dr. Hook to the deansry of Chichester. There were 38 can- 
didates for the vicarage, and the Rev. James Atlay, B.D., 
Senior Fellow of St. John’s College, Cambridge, was appointed. 
Mr, Atlay was born in the year 1817. He entered St. John’s 
College, Cambridge, in 1836, and took the Jegree of B.A. in 
1840. In that year his name appears in the tirst-class of the 
Classical Tripos, and among the Senior Optimes of the 
Mathematical Tripos. In 1842 he was elected a Fellow of 
St. John’s College, and ordained in the same year. He im- 
mediately took the curacy of Warsop, Nottingham- 
shire, a village of 1,300 inhabitants, where he remained 
actively engaged in parochial work until 1846. He 
received an urgent summons to Cambridge, with a view to 
his taking part inthe government of his college. He then 
became one of the tutors, and in 1847 was presented by the 
Bishop of Ely to tlie vicatage of Madingley, a village near 
Cambridge. This post he held in conjunction with his 
college duties until, in 1852, he was obliged to resign 
it in consequence of the increasing weight of the business of 
the college, of which he was then one of the principal tu- 
tors.

Last night Mr. Cobden addressed the non-electors of 
Rochdale on Parliamentary Reform. The number of 
persons present was probably between 4,000 and 5,000. 
The meeting Was held in the large pavilion in which the 
soiree took place, on Wednesday night. The Mayor, 


_ Mr. Stewardt, presided. 


Mr. Cobden was greeted by loud chcers, again and 
again repeated. 

After having apologized for hoarsevess, under which 
he was labouring, he said---This was to be considered a 
non-electors’ meeting, and by the Mayor presiding it was 


clear that the non-electors were considered as torming 


an important class of the community of this country. 
He held it quite impossible that there could 


with it and embrace the working classes. With regard 
to the Parliamentary Reform, it was 4 good sign to find 
that the people were anxious about having the suffrage. 
In times past they had rather dealt with the question of 


i" Reform as a compound question than otherwise, and that 


policy he now believed was erroneous. There should, 
in his opinion, be separate bills for everything. ‘l'here 


| should be a seperate bill for extension of the suffrage,

That was ridiculous,for there 
was no interest which one class had, which was not the | 
interest of the other class. He (Mr. Cobden) never 
could see any danger in giving to the working classes 
thefranchise. He would ask the middle classes if they | 
did not feel that they had some great danger to risk | 
themselves, if they kept the working classes out of the 
suffrage. Thére were, he believed, 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 
of adult persons in the country, who had not got a vote, 
and he (Mr. Cobden) therefore advocated that, because 
some of these should be taken into partnership with the 
middie classes, as regarding the franchise, for as it was 
‘the privileges they exclusively held, were hardly safe at 
the present time, as our system of representation was an 
infamous sham, and there was no security in shams, for 
they at any time may be passed by areality. In the next 
five years he should not be surprised to hear of some 
revolution on the Continent, and that might even pro- 
duce great changes in this country, changes which po- 
litieally would be far greater than any that ever came 
to pass. The statesmen of this country would greatly 
regret that they had not attended to the question of par- 
liamentary reform in time of profound peace and con- 
tentment stich as now prevailed ee ns the country.

WHAT A WIDOW UNDERGOES IN NEW 
| CALEDONIA. 

In the interior of New Caledonia, which is east of 
Vancouver's Island and north of the Columbia, among 
the tribe called “ Taw-watins,” who are also Babines, 
andalso among other tribes in their neighbourhood, the 
custom prevails of burning the body, with circumstan.- 
ces of peculiar barbarity to the widow of the deceased, 
The dead body of the husband is laid naked upon a large 
heap of resinous wood, his wife is then placed 
upon the body and covered over with a skin ; the 
pile is then lighted, and the poor woman is com- 
pelled to remain until she is nearly 
when she is allowed to descend as best she can through 
the ameke and flames, No sooner, however, does she 
reach the ground, than she is expected to prevent the 
body trees Wecbtali distorted by the action of the fire 
on the muscles and sinews ; and whenever such an 
event takes place she must, with her bare hands, re- 
store the barning corpse to its proper position; her per- 
sou being the whole time exposed to the scorching effects 
ot the intense heat. Should she fail in the due perfor- 
manee of this indispensable rite, from weakness 
or the intensity of her pain, she is held ut 
by somebody until the body is consumed. 
continual singing and beating of drums is kept up 
throughout the ceremony, which drowns her cries, 
Afterwards she must collect the unconsumed pieces of 
bone and ashes and put them into a bag made for the 
purpose, which she has to carry on her back for three 
years ; remaining for the time a slave to her husband’s 
relations, and being neither allowed to wash nor comb 
herself for the whole time, so that she soon becomes a 
most disgusting object. At the expiration of the three 
years, a feast is given by her tormentors, who 
invite all the friends and relations ot her and 
themselves, At the commencement they deposit, 
with great ceremony, the remains of the burnt 
dead in a box, which they affix to the top of a high 
pole, and dance roundit. The widow is then stripped 
naked and smeared from head to foot with fish ofl, over 
which one of the bystanders throws a quantity of swan’s 
cown, covering her entire person. She is then obliged 
to dance with the others. After all this is over, she is 
free to marry again, if she have the inclination, and 
courage enough to venture on asecond risk of bei 
roasted alive and the subsequent horrors.

I obtained deops 
on a larger scale. I came to the conclusion that there 
was less than a quarter of a grain of arsenic in the whele 
of the four ounces which I tried. I made a subsequent 
‘analysis and | found copper, a mere trace, just enough 
to say that there was copper. There was no trace of 
antimony, mefeury, or bismuth. It was the copper pill 
which the deceased took which probably caused the 
copper I found. The process I used would have detected 
antimony, bismuth, copper or mercury if it had been 
there. {examined the organic matter of bottle No, 2, 
by the microscope, and found it to consist of fibrous mat- 
ter and feculent matter—fvod mixed with bile and blood, 
Having examined the evacuation I cometo the conetlusion 
that it was that of a person suffering from the administta- 
tion of arsenic, I examined the contents of No. 1 the next 
morning. It merely contained biliary matter, with mucus, 
and no metallic matter at all. On Thursday, the 5th May, 
I received a parcel from Inspector M‘Intyre and a jar sealed 
up. That was found afterwards to contain a portion of the 
viscera—the stomach unopened, the spleen, the large and 
small intestines, the liver, part of the esophagus or puilet, 
andthe uterus. On the 7th of May I received abottlecon- 
taining the two kidneys and a small bottle containing 
blood, said to have been taken from the heart. I also 
received from M’Intyre « number of medicine bottles, pill 
boxes, and other articles; making a total number of 
twenty-eight. Others followed on the 18th of May, chiefly 
medicines supplied from the surgery: I examined the 
contents of all those 28 bottles and packages. I first ex- 
amined the uterus which was in an impregnated state, 
then the esophagus, of which only a portion was sent. 
It indicated irritation in the throat. ‘There was no arse- 
nie or antimony in the throat. (The witness was 
entering with great minuteness into a description of the 
state of the various parts, when the Lord Chief Baron 


-checked him and desired him to confine himself to what 


bore on the case.) The smaller part of the middle intes- 
tines contained the largest portion of antimony. ‘There 
was antimony above and below, and some was found in 
the cecum. I found some in the kidney. There were 
traccs of it in the blood from the heart, and some in the 
blood from the urine. I was assisted by Dr. Odling, and 
we calculated that the whole quantity ofantimiony found 
did not exceed half a grain. In the c#cum, besides the 
| resence of antimony, I found that it was ulcerated, and 
the smail members nearly destroyed throughout. The 
large intestines were ulcerated more or less throughout. 
The most remarkable appearance was the almost total 
destruction of the living membrane. The blood in the 
stomach indicated some great cause of irritation, I next 
proceeded to examine the contents of certain pill boxes, 
which I received on the 7th of May from Mr. M’Intyre. 
I was informed what they contained, and I found the 
statements made to me were correct, There were four 
copper pills, one of which was taken for analysis. 


The Lord Chief Baron—W hat do youmean by copper 
pills ? 

Witness—Pills containing sulphate of copper with 
powdered opium. In the wadding taken from one 
of the boxes I found the slightest trace of a white 
powder, which might have been mercury, silver, or bis- 
muth. J then examined a large number of bottles and 
powders. ‘Tnere were two bottles of bismuth. One 
was unopened, and the other had about an ounce anda 
half taken from it. In others bottles I found prussic 
acid, sulphuric acid, quinine, and other things which 
corresponded with what I had been told. I also ex- 
amined some sugar and tapioca brought me by the inspec- 
tor, but I found nothing in it. 

The Lord Chief Baron (to Mr. Bodkin)—It is neces- 
sary that I should take that down ? 

Witness continued—This bottle, No. 5, was brought 
tome by Mr. M‘Intyre. I found it to contain 355 grains 
of chlorate of potash, of the sort used in making explo- 
sive mixture and percussion caps. Bottle 21 corres- 
ponded with another containing a genuine mixture. It 
contained about one half of water of a saline taste. I 
had half of it boiled and tested by Reinsch’s process. I 
found on testing it that the copper was immediately de- 
stroyed, and I thought I detected arsenic, I then put 
the bottle aside, thinking there was something remark- 
able about it, and wishing to have the assistance of 
another chemist. Dr. Odling and myself afterwards ex- 
amined it, and found that there was neither arsenic nor 
antimony. The arsenic which [ thought I saw had 
come from the copper gauze, which being destroyed, 
the arsenic was set free. Chlorate ot potash is a saline 


-mixture and sligh:ly diuretic. I have heardtheevidence 


given in this case as to the symtoms under which this 
lady laboured, the remedies applied, and the result of 
the post mortem examination. ‘Taking the whole of the 
circumstances into consideration I can ascribe her death 

to nothing but the action of the irritant poisons. 
Cross-examined by Sergeant Pary—I have been exa- 
mined several times in this case—twice before the 
magistrate and once before the coroner. I found traces 
of arsenic in bottle No. 2. I always reckoned it less 
than the sixth part of a grain. [used copper gauze for 
my test, and also copper foiland wire. It was the same 
as I used for testing bottle 21. I tested the copper be- 
fore my experiments. 
21 I found that I deposited the arsenic on the copper 
wire myself, but I must say that that bottle was the 
only one that contained chlorate of potash, and the 
effect of that was to destroy the test. . Odling made 
an examination of bottle 21, and he came to the same 
conclusion as myself, that arsenic was present. We 
aiterwards discovered that we were both wrong, and 
that no arsenic was present. I did, on my oath, state 
that I discovered arsenic in bottle 21 before the coroner

Mr. Sergeant Parry tose to addess the juty for the 
prisoner, He commenced by saying that after the pro- 
tracted agotiy of a double trial, and a sensibility that 
prej tidice ‘elle being. accufiulated against him by the 
lapse of time, the prisoner had now an opportunity of 
making his defence to this charge. In the position he 
then occupied he was fearful that he should inadequately 
discharge his duty, but he relied upon the assistance of 
all in aequiting himself of his paintul duty. The jury he 
was then addressing was the only tribunal that could sit 
in judgment wpon the life of á human being. To no 
other civil institution was accorded that fearful power, 
and he had to call upon them to exefcise that important 
duty, and in doing so he felt they would act under a 
strong sense and an earnest desire to come to a right 
conchision. ‘The importance of the conclusion to which. 
they must come was one of the highest, because 
if they pfonounced the word guilty, they would 
pronounce a doom which was inevitable, and from which 
there was ho appeal. The jury had power of saying to 
the gentleman at the bar, yot shall live or die ; and such 
being so, he felt that at thatever result they might ar- 
rive it would not be coime to before théy had given 
everything the utmost consideration, with a full sense 
of the paramount importance of the decision towards the 
prisoner. ‘The charge against the prisoner was that of 
murder—murder of the most hideous form ; but he 
contended that the evidence as it stood could enable 
them to come to no such conclusion, but, on the con- 
trary, he thought, the only result they could arrive at 
after giving it their utmost consideration, was that the 
charge had not been proven. It had been proved that 
Dr. Smethurst had committed an act for which there 
was no justification, he alluded to the AEA 5 with 
the decensed lady, and they afterwards went to live to- 
gether, and the first they heafd of them was, that they 
went to live togetheras man aud wife.

THE SPURGEON TABERNACLE. 
The foundation-stone of a new tabernacle for Mr. 
Spurgeon was laid on Tuesday. The site is near the 
corner of the Newington-road, facing the Elephant and 
Castle, and at right angles with the very large building 
which has recently n erected as a horse repository. 
The portico, and main entrance to the building is to 
abut on the Newington-road, and whetiicr regarded as a 
church, ot chapel, ot tabernacle, or whatever fr Spur- 
geon’s congregation may please to call it, the w./ole 
structure will be an imposing one, and one of the largest 
of its kind in the metropolis. The style of the edifice 
may be termed Grecian, the ground plan forming a. 
large quadrangle, the floor of the chapel being conside- 
rably raised, and access gained to it by a broad and 
massive flight of steps leading up toa portico supported 
on large Corinthian columns of Bute stone. The total 
width of the building will be 86 feet, the length ne less 
than 195 feet, and the height to the roof 85 feet, exclu- 
sive of the lanterns for light and ventilation. As we 
have said, the floor of the tabernacle will be raised some 
14 feet above the level of the ground, and the whole of 
this extensive basement story will be entirely occu- 
pied by spacious school and lecture rooms. The chapel, 
which is over these schools, will be 140 feet long by 81 
wide, and with two deep tiers of galleries on either side. 
In this respect the interior will rather resemble that of 
the well-known Surrey Music Hall, but on a large scale, 
as each row of galleries in Mr. Spurgeon’s building will 
acconmmodate six rows of sitters. The ground floor 
space of the Surrey Hall is only 8,625 feet, whereas the 
pro tabernacle on the ground floor will be no less 
than 11,242 feet, or one-third larger than the fine struc- 
ture in the Surrey Gardens. ‘The whole chapel is in- 
tended to accommodate no less than 5,000 persons with 
comfort. The facilities for entering and leaving the 
building are most ample, there being no less than 16 
doors to the chapel, Each gallery has its separate door 
and staircase, and all the staircases are of solid stone. 
The cost of the building is to be £21,500, but fittings 
and other matters will probably swell this amount to 
some £24,000 or £25,000 before the edifice is opened for 
divine service, whieh cin hardly be earlier than the 
spring of 1861. Of course, like all other buildings, it is 
affected by the present strike, and no progress can be 
made till the masters and workmen have settled their 
one way or the other. 

Sir S. M. Peto presided at the ceremony of laying the 
foundation stone, and addressed some appropriate words 
to the audience. A statement of the origin of the chapel 
in Park-street was then read. 


PUBLIC DRINKING FOUNTAINS. 

We are gratified to announce that the intention, which 
the Lord Mayor sume time since expressed, of erecting 
a public drinking fountain in Chatham-street at his 
own private expense, has been carried out. The foun- 
tain is handsomely wrought in iron, and is inserted in 
the sidewall of the Lord Mayor’s establishment in Chat- 
ham-street. There is a constant flow of pure water 
from it, and during this sultry season, it must be a great 
boon to the hombice classes in the neighbourhood. We 
know of no better design to promote the cause of tem- 
péerance, and we trust ere long to see others imitate the 
example set by the Lord Mayor.

drawn up shall be ratified. This delay is attributed 
partly te Austria’s stickling in matters of eti- 
quette, especially as ds the cession of Lombardy. 
That provincsiiaving’ n given up to France, and 
notto Sardinia, the Austrian Plenipotentiary consi- 
ders, as I am informed, that it is only with M. de 
Bourqueney that he is to discuss the details on that 
condition of the convention. M. de Bourqueney 
on his part, has, of course, to consult with M. - 
-brois, as the representative of the Power to which 
the Emperor Napoleon at once transferred the rights 
wrung by victories from the Emperor Francis Joseph. 
I need not point out to you that much loss of time is 
caused by this sort of double negociation, the conse- 
quence of which is that, on the point which ap- 
peared most easy to settle,—namely, the establish- 
ing of the frontier line between the Piedmontese 
and Austrian possessions—no agreement had been 
tome to two days ago. The question of the debt— 
of the portion of it, that is to say, which is to be 
borne by Lombardy--is also still, unsettled. An 
employé of the Austrian Ministry of Finance is 
at Zurich, waiting to aid in the arrangement 
of this question. It is thought the Emperor of the 
French is not anxious tha; the plenipotentiaries 
should hurry on their proceedings, because he desires 
that public ©" nion in central Italy should have time 
to m*Tifest itsclf---at least in Tuscany and the 
Tachies, You were informed some time ago of his 
declaration to certain Italian delegates, to the effect 
that he, who owes his present exalted station to the 
will of the people, would not be a to thwarting 
the wishes unmistakably manifested by any other. 
It is generally believed—if not positively known— 
that on several occasions he has made himself under- 
Stood in that sense. If he adheres to this decision 
—and it‘is difficult to believe that he would think 
it advisable or even prudent to act in opposition to it, 
and to impose upon Modena and Tuscany sovereigns 
whom they positively reject—it is clear that the 
Treaty of Zurich must modify the Convention of 
Villatranca in the very important article that relates 
to the restoration of the Archdukes. If he is not 
prepared to interfere himself, or to allow Austria to 
do so, there can be little hope for the deposed 
sovereigns. ‘The establishment of the principle of 
non-intervention would be of vital importance to 
Italy, and, apropos of this, information has reached 
me from a good quarter that the British Govern- 
ment has manifested a very decided opinion on the 
subject, and desires that the Italians should be left at

THE SERF QUESTION IN RUSSIA. 

A very interesting letter in the Times gives .an ac- 
count of the great experiment of serf-emancipation 
now in progress in Russsia, and contrasts the state of 
things now with what existed under the Emperor 
Nicholas, 

“During thereign ofthe laté Emperor no attention 
was paid to the condition of the serf. For Im- 
perial purposes he was simply so much food for powder. 
Constant requisitions were made on the landowners for 
their due proportion of serfs to serve in the ranks; gene- 
rally atthe rateof seven, eight, or ten per thousand. 
These requisitions were made in autumn, after the har- 
vest, or in early winter. The serf was sent at his mas- 
ter’s cost to the appointed depot for recruits, frequently 
at a considerable distance from the estate. Such was 
the desire to escape military service, and so great the 
mortality en route from neglect, insufficient clothing, 
and bad food, that in order to secure the arrival of 
the AER 3 number at the depot half as many móre 
were despatched from the estate. On reaching the 
depot the serf was handed overt to the barbour and 
deprived of the mass of hair---nature’s preservative 
against cough and catarrh---in which his chin and 
throat had been ehveloped from early manhood. His 
whisker was shaven close to the ear and he was sent to 
drill. This naturally produced great mortality from 
pulmonary, throat, and chest diseases. The survivors, 
being enlisted for 25 years, generally finished their 
career in the military service. 

' No sooner was the present Emperor relieved from 
the war than he turned his attention to the serf question. 
He shortened the term of enlistment, and in consideta- 
tion of the enormous sacrifice of life which the defence 
of Sebastopol had entailed he promised that no new levy 
of men should be made for a considerable period. This 
promise has been strictly fulfilled, not a single recruit 
having been raised throughout Russia since the treaty 
of Paris was signed. Active, intelligent, and kind- 
hearted, Alexander II. saw and felt how necessary it was 
to relieve his empire from the stigma of slavery, and 
how much more powerful he would become as the ruler 
of 60,000,000 freemen. He knew that his views would 
be oppose:l by the old Russian party, who maintain that 
Russia wants hands, not lands, and declare that the 
serfs once emancipated would soon become the masters. 

“ He therefore determined to proceed cautieusly and 
slowly. Committees were organised in every province 
of the empire for the purpose of considering the ques- 
tion in all its bearings. At the head of the central com- 
mittee the Eniperor placed Count Orloff, the leader of 
the old Russian party, and whose name carries the 
greatest weight among them. Though the Count probably 
disapproved the Imperial plans, his opposition was thus 
silenced and his concurrence obtained. The largest 
proportions of members composing these committees 
was nominated by the proprietors, the remainder being 
appointed by the Governaient through the Governors 
General of the different provinces. ‘The determination 
of the Emperor is, first, that in the course of 12 or 15 
years serfdom shall be entirely abolished, and the serf 
shall be a freeman ; secondly, that the house in which he 
has been living, and a small portion of land shall be- 
come his property, or that of a free community whereof 
he is amember. This house and land are to be paid 
for either in labour or some other manner, and the com- 
mittees are tw report. as to the best mode of arrange- 
ment. ——

AMERICAN REVIYAL“—[NTERESTING Incipent.—The 
Rev. George C. Lewis, pastor of the Allen-street 
Presbyterian Church, New York, addressed the Union 
Prayer Meeting in the Religious Institute Rooms, on 
Thursday last. Speaking of the awakening ia America, 
he gave the following incident, showing the manner 
in which the work pervaded the mercantile commu- 
nity: A merchant from a neighbouring city came to 
New York for the purpose of purchasing goods. 
While engaged in sclecting his articles the hour 
of 12 arrived, the time at which the Union Prayer 
Meeting was held in Fulton-street. The merchant 
of New York said to his customer that he could 
not serve him any longer at that time. The other 
enquired the reason, told him he was anxious to 
make his purchases, and return to his home by the 
evening boat. The New York merchant replied that 
he “ could not help that, he had something to attend 
to which was of more importance than selling goods.” 
The other merchant asked him what it was, and he 
replied, “ I must attend the noon-day Prayer Meeting ; 
it will close at one o’clock, and I will then fill out your 
bill of goods, and you can return home at the time 
you desire.’

A DistincuisHepD REGIMENT.— Among the Austrian 
prisoners at Paris at this moment is one belonging to a 
regiment which claims a singular privilege, that of en- 
camping for three days, whenever they pass through 
Vienna, in the court of the Emperor, and of receiving the 
most regal entertainment. The colonel, upon his ar- 
rival, is allowed by law to pass to the Eniperor’s cham- 
ber without question; no one being permitted to stop 
him. He knocks thrice, and demands orders of his Ma- 
jesty, when the Emperor invites him and his to remain 
three days, regaling at his expense in the palace, assigns 
the colonel a room next his own, the standards of the 
regiment are piled at his door, and a guard and lords in 
waiting attend him the same as the sovereign. ‘The 
origin of the custom is this. In 1683 Leopold the First 
was suddenly waited upon by sixteen barons, with a 
charter which they were upon the point of forcing him 
to sign, having, as they thought, secured the absence 
of all the troops from Vienna, when suddenly a co- 
lonel who received information from a secret source— 
it was never discovered whence—knocked at the door 
thrice, and to the great joy of the Emperor, demanded 
his Majesty’s orders for his regiment—which were 
that the sixteen barons should be at once beheaded.— 
Court Journal.
